Wilson’s Rift 


With House 
Finally Told 


Columnist Discloses Colonel’s 
Explanation of Incidents 
at Peace Parley. 


NEW YORK, May 2.—(#)—Col- 
onel Edward M. House’s own 
story of the tragic break between 
him and Woodrow Wilson, after 


years of close friendship, has been 
told at last by Bob Davis, veteran 
newspaperman and author, in his 
column which appears in the New 
York Sun and other newspapers. 

The breach occurred in Paris at 
the time of the peace conference 
in 1919, and neither the war-time 
President nor the colonel, Davis 
says, ever publicly offered an ex- 
planation of the abrupt ending of 
what had been regarded as an en- 
during friendship. 

On the morning of February 3, 
1924, Davis was invited by the 
late Herman Kohlsaat, Chicago 
publisher, to accompany him to 
Colonel House’s home. While they 
were there a telegram, apprising 


‘House of Wilson’s death, arrived. 


House was upset by the news, 
Davis says, and sought advice 
from the two newspapermen on 
the nature of the condolences he 
should offer Wilson’s widow. 
House’s Explanation. 

Then he remarked upon the 
misunderstanding between himself 
and Wilson, and when Davis ask- 
ed him if there had been “a defi- 
nite incident over which a pos- 
sible disagreement might have 
arisen,” offered this explanation:

ROME, May 2.—(#) —Italy’s 
square-jawed Duce and greater 
Germany’s determined Fuehrer 
will meet tomorrow to symbolize 
their unity. 

It will be the third meeting of 
these European pace-setters in 
their eventful working partner< 
ship. 

While Italy prepared a spectacu~ 
lar welcome for the Nazi leader, 
attention was focussed on what 
new events in Europe Benito Mus< 
solini and Adolf Hitler might plan 
in the few hours for private talks 
they will have in the crowded 
program. 

Hitler and his entourage left 
Berlin this afternoon. 

His special train will nose 
through the Brenner pass shortly 
after 6 a. m. tomorrow. It will 
folow’a tightly guarded route and 
arrive in Rome at 8:30 p. m. to- 
morrow night. Approximately 
100,000 picked troops will guard 
Hitler. B 
> Will End May 1. 

His state trip in Italy, repaying 
Mussolini’s visit to Germany Sep- 
tember 25-29, 1937, will end May 
10. Before their meeting last year, 
the Fascist and Nazi leaders con<- 
ferred June 14-16, 1934, in Venice, 

Officially, Hitler’s visit among 
the ruins of imperial Rome, dress- 
ed up in his honor, is heralded as 
a demonstration that Fascism and 
National Socialism are united in 
effort and that attempts to becloud 
this unity are destined to fail. 

It follows Hitler’s annexation of 
Austria, the Anglo-Italian agree- 
ment of April 16 for settling Med- 
iterranean, African and Spanish 
issues between Britain and Italy, 
France’s move for a similar accord 
with Mussolini and the strengthen- 
ing of the Anglo-French entente. 

No Authoritative Information. 

Many reports circulated as to 
what Mussolini and Hitler would 
discuss but authoritative informa- 
tion was lacking. 

Some circles said a military al- 
liance would be developed but 
others said they doubted that Fas- 
cist-Nazi collaboration would go 
that far.

Hartsfield and Councilman White 
voted. for the central park meas- 
ure, while Councilman C. M. 
(Mac) Bolen and Councilman 
Couch voted against it. Alderman 
Gilliam as chairman of the com- 
mittee, was the only one to sign 
the report, however, and it was 
introduced in council as an ad- 
verse report, after Councilmen 
Bolen, Couch and Cecil Hester had 
affixed their adverse signatures. 
Plan Indorsed. 

The plan had previously been 
indorsed by a score of civic or- 
ganizations. 

The housing authority resolution 
provides for the establishment of a 
five-man committee to be appoint- 
ed by the mayor and approved by 
the Governor.

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CONSTRUCTIVE SPENDING 

That faith in the future of this nation is 
not dead is evidenced in the decision of the 
Southern Railway to expend $14,000,000 in an 
expansion program through purchases of freight 
cars to be added to the system’s present equip- 
ment. It is this type of spending which will 
lead the country out of the economic doldrums. 
This is spending which becomes a vital link in 
the chain encompassing employment. Differ- 
entiated from nonproductive spending, it 
means an absorption into private industry of 
men and a diffusion into business of money. 


In announcing the expansion program Rob- 
ert B. Pegram, vice president of the Southern in 
Atlanta, said the vast railroad system was in- 
vesting the money as “an expression of faith 
in the future. It certainly ought to start some- 
thing going.” Mr. Pegram is eminently correct 
in his assumption and if, in the near future, 
other railroads ani other industries follow suit, 
business will make of government pump-prim- 
ing the drop in the bucket it actually has been. 

The great pressure developed for a great 
federal direct-spending program arises through 
administration sources with the argument that 
recovery was halted because in 1937 “net in- 
come-producing expenditures” of the federal 


government dropped sharply compared with 


1936. It is argued that there was no soldiers’ 
bonus in 1937 and that social security taxes, 
while leaving the budget nominally out of bal- 


is claimed that an increase in purchasing power 
results from the excess of expenditures over 
taxes. With this reasoning, it is evident that 
the same end could be attained by reduction 
in taxation. But experience dictates it will be 
infinitely easier to increase a tax burden than 
it will be to radically redute governmental ex- 
penditures. 


This tax reduction would mean still greater 
sums available for industry to readjust the 
gears of prosperity. It can be argued that the 
Southern is spending government money, yet it 
cannot be denied that it is borrowing from this 
source purely and simply because other lendable 
funds have dried to a trickle because of heavy 
federal expenditures. 


_ In 1921 when the government was following 
a directly opposite policy, actually reducing the 
debt by more than a billion dollars, the country 
experienced a sharp recovery force. 


The rocketing business improvement in the 
first part of the Roosevelt administration came 
at a time when the President was placing in 
effect his original economy program. This was 
in April to July, 1933, a period seldom men- 
tioned by the big spending advocates. 


The great outpouring of federal funds began 
in 1933, and continued in 1934, yet business ac- 
tivity spiralled downward between July, 1933, 
and September, 1934. 


With the invalidation of the NRA in 1935, 
industrial indices began rising, though in the 
same period government expenditures were de- 
creasing. The effect of the bonus “shot in the 
arm” has been largely overemphasized. Busi- 
ness improved, it is true, yet had been on the 
upgrade at the same ratio for more than a year. 
The effect, therefore, becomes largely an un- 
known quantity. 


Other nations with balanced, or near bal- 
anced, budgets have forged ahead more rapidly 
than this country—the ultimate effect of this 
new depression here, however, is bound to drag 
their economy down with ours. 


The presently contemplated federal expendi- 
tures will total only a fraction of the 1937 in- 
come of the American people—estimated at 
$68,000,000,000. They are but a mere drop in 
the bucket, yet serve, it appears evident, to 
ehase many times the amount of private capital 
into frozen accounts. 

The Southern Railway has made a notable 
contribution to the recovery forces, particularly 
psychologically, and one which it must be 
hoped will lead others to follow. Along this 
path lies true recovery and a sound economic 
structure; along the path of reckless govern- 
mental spending lie the pitfalls which spell, 
in their final analysis, the doom of democracy.

MERCY MUST REAWAKEN : 

George Sokolsky’s article in last Sunday’ 
Constitution suggests an interesting line of 
thought. He pleads for a reawakening of the 


spirit that imbued the people of the United 


States in the days during and immediately after 
the World War, when billions were poured into 
the. task of feeding war destitute. 


The writer points to the need of the Chinese - 


people, ravaged by the Japanese military ma- 
chine, and suggests a fund similar to that pro- 
vided almost 20 years ago that people need not 
perish because of the irresponsible actions of 
the war lords. A tte 

Citizens of this country have always re- 
sponded to the call of humanity. There is no 
doubt that eventually they will awaken to the 
need of invaded China. It is unusual and dis- 
concerting, perhaps, that this has not come 
earlier. 

Was ‘this because of the post-war experience 
of this country? Debts piled up and never paid. 
It might be said that all was repaid—repaid in 
the human lives saved by the money. But saved 
to breed new fodder for insatiable Mars. Sokol- 
sky suggests that it might be that the Spanish 
funds and their sad disclosures have some bear- 
ing on the situation. One must find that hard 
to believe. 

It is something deeper. Consider this: The 
United States has entered a period in which 
curtailment-of-production theories have seized 
the economic structure. Relief has been largely 
transferred to the government by private and 
local bodies. It has become a mechanical thing, 
something that the average citizen has put out 
of mind. And yet in this country there are 
people starving. Men and women without hope, 
existing barely on the dregs of civilization. Pro- 
duction and consumption more and more are 
restricted to the few. For the remainder—an 
existence, a living death. With the greatest 
collective inventive brain of history in the land, 
this country has not been able to find a path 
from the morass. 

And it is not that this condition exists solely 
in this country. As Sokolsky cites, the teeming 
millions of China face again a horrible, slow 
death. In still other countries the same situa- 
tion prevails. Has America lost sight of hu- 
manity; forgotten the lesson of the Christ? Is 
this country losing, in the worry over economic 
woes, the spiritual riches so necessary to prog- 
ress of the human race? 


There is a need for a great crusade. A cru- . 


sade in the spirit of those in the days of Rich- 
ard the Lion-Hearted. A crusade to wipe out 
human misery in this land and the lands across 
the sea. Voices cry out in the wilderness. 
Can’t the answer come from the strength of a 
people?

This factor is centered 
in funds reinvested by the companies in real 
estate; in federal, state, county and municipal 
bonds;:in public utility bonds, furnishing money 
for expansion and improvement of services, and 
in railroads, aiding in the development of the 
transportation system of the nation. 

Billions rivaling government expenditures 
are paid out each year to beneficiaries, in itself 
a major influence in the lives of many far re- 
moved from the direct beneficiaries. 

But greater than all these is the investment 
in health affecting all’ persons, regardless of 
their status in life. Through research work 
and by. means of direct health work among 
policyholders, coupled with constant propa- 
ganda for regular physical examinations and 
with agitation for removal of public health 
hazards, life insurance companies have played 
a major part in making of this nation a better 
place to live. 

The great Penefits of insurance have been 
well established, and Life Insurance Week, May 
9-14, will furnish a good opportunity for a re- 
examination by all persons of the protection 
they furnish to their future and to their loved 
ones.

Editorial of the Day 


MOST VALUABLE TREE 

(From the Charleston News and Courier.) 

The value of a tree changes with the times 
and the purpose it serves, says H. P. Brown, wood 
technologist of the New York State College of 
Forestry. “Some are very valuable, not so much 
for the wood they produce, but for their fruit, 
such as the date palm, almond, apple, fig, olive, 
lemon; some for their bark, like the cork, oak and 
chincona trees; some for their sap, like the maple, 
rubber tree and turpentine trees.” 

The white elm is “probably the best shade tree 
of the northeast. Black walnut and ash are very 
valuable trees. Every tree, every shrub and every 
flower in the forest serve an important purpose 
and it is difficult to single out any one member 
of the great community which we call a forest 
and say that that one is the most important.” 

In the southeast the oak is probably the best 
shade tree, but it is not the only shade tree. In 
this section the pine and the cypress are impor- 
tant for lumber, but there are other trees which 
yield useful lumber. The dogwood, the judas and 
the holly are beautiful in their seasons. From a 
commercial viewpoint the most valuable tree in 
this section is the longleaf pine, but the stands 
of this great tree have retreated. 

As Dr. Brown says, every tree, every shrub 
and every flower in the forest serve an important 
purpose. In maximum degree they should be pro- 
tected against the ruthless despoilers. If the 
people spoke up for trees, many marked for de- 
struction would not be touched. Now is the time 
to assure that roadside trees shall be felled only 
when it is necessary.

They have come, like the elders of Calais, with halters around 


their necks. They are the men who led the utilities’ bitter fight 


against government regulation. They are the men who joined in 
the utilities’ costly lost-cause stand against submission to the hold- 
ing company act, which ended when the supreme 

month ago. .They had no reason, these rulers of the 
empires, to expect kind treatment from the SEC. 
_ It’s unusually interesting to know what treatment they did get, 
in these days when the disastrous results of prolonged warfare be-

Groesbeck, Mr. Fogarty and Mr. Willkie themselves are pleased with 
the SEC’s behavior toward them. 

This is, to be sure, only an interim report; the SEC may go 
berserk tomorrow, as government agencies sometimes do. But, thus 
far, every effort has been made to enforce the holding company act, 
to prepare for the simplification and integration of the immense 
corporate structures of the utilities in the simplest, most intelligent 
and least disruptive manner possible. 


IN LEFT-WINGERS’ DEN The men who have most often re- 


ceived the utilities executives have 
been the left-wingers of the SEC, Chairman William O. Douglas 
and Commissioners Jerome N. Frank and Robert E. Healey. These 
three—the sandy-haired, tough-minded Yale law professor, the 
brilliant, urbane intellectual, and the leathery and hard-hitting 
Vermonter—have been most feared of all by the utilities executives. 
Yet the bogeymen have turned out to be surprisingly friendly and 
accommodating. | 3 

“It’s up to you,” Chairman Douglas and his colleagues have told 
each of their callers. ‘We're ready to let the holding companies 
themselves take the lead in complying with this law. If you work 
out something reasonably satisfactory to us, we'll take your plan 
and not bother you with ours.” 

There have been, moreover, important tangible, proofs that this 
reasonable attitude meant something. One example was the amend- 
ment to the tax bill, inserted at Chairman Douglas’ personal request, 
exempting holding companies complying with the law from the 
taxes which would have operated when the companies were dis- 
solved. Another, which will soon come, is a message to the utilities 
business which the SEC has already prepared, promising that the 
bitterness of the past has been forgotten, and urging the friendliest 
and most co-operative relations in the future. 


IN CORPORATE LABYRINTHS The SEC’s conciliatory atti- 

tude has also been extended 
to the actual application of the holding company act’s provisions, 
For example, it is customary among government agencies to pass, 
adversely or approvingly, but once and for all, on proposals sub- 
mitted for their consideration. Legally, this is the only unassail- 
able procedure. Yet the SEC has not followed it in receiving the 
plans of the holding companies for the reclassification of their se- 
curities, the integration of their structures, and-so forth. 

Instead. the SEC has accepted the plans on a tentative basis, 
examined them, and, if some fault was found, avoided making a 
definite finding. Where faults have been found, they have been 
privately pointed out ‘to the utilities executives, and then the cor- 
rected plans have been approved. The greater co-operativeness of 
such a method is obvious. | 

Again, the General Electric Company is technically under the 
sway of the SEC, since it has some operating utilities subsidiaries. 
Yet the SEC has done the unheard-of thing among government 
agencies; it has refrained from exercising its power, preferring to 
promise the General Electric a two-year exemption, in return for a 
General Electric promise that the operating subsidiaries will be dis- 


posed of. 

SHEEP OR GOATS? Lest this seem too much a song from 
ghee . oo Pollyanna, it must be added that ami- 
ability does not reign everywhere among the holding companies. 
At least one of the largest ones is suspect by the SEC, and sus- 
pects the SEC in turn, although outward good relations have been 
preserved to date. A violent intra-mural quarrel is also develop- 
ing within the utilities industry, over the control of the new in- 
tegrated systems. 

Finally, it should be pointed out that the SEC’s friendliness is 
based on the expectation that the holding companies will fulfill 
their responsibility to the satisfaction of the SEC. If, after a year, 
certain companies have failed to do so, Chairman Douglas will mark 
off the sheep and the goats and go after the goats with his accus- 
tomed toughness... But, at the moment, the important thing is that 
he does not long for any sti¢h punitive expeditions.

Germans by: 

1—Buying timber and other raw 
materials from them. 

2—Paying the debt. 

He did neither. He bought, most 
of his timber from Soviet Russia, 
for which -he professes such a 
frothing hatred. He sent German 
gold to Russia while Austrian 
workers went hungry. 

Germany owed Austria for goods 
bought in the amount of 60,000,- 
000 marks. Germany would not 
pay. 

So- brazen are the Nazis and so 
utterly lacking in a sense of hu- 
mor, that Hitler, when he occupied 
Austria, ordered the debt paid, 
knowing full well it merely would 
be marked paid and the money 
would never leave the Ge 
Reichsbank. Yet he included this 
in his speech as one of the benefits 
to Austria! 

In Austria he found 400,000,000 
gold shillings, about $100,000,000. 
He gets about that much more by 
the simple method of taking all the 
foreign assets of the people and 
giving them money which they 
can spend only in Germany. 

It is something for the natioris 
of the world to think about; Ger- 
many now has more gold than she 
has ever had in the Reichbank, 
and the government has about 
learned how to exist without gold. 
Germany has had none. Yet she 
goes ahead. 

With Austria, Germany gets iron 
and Jead and much waterpower 
to be exploited. It costs nothing. 
With Roumania she will get oil 
—without any cost. With Hun- 
gary, she will get, as from Austria, 
much fat and milk and much

not need gold except for cotton 
and rubber. He said, too, hé had 
promised gold and honor to the 
men who would find substitutes. 
I have seen suits made of wood 
. They look good and 
wear fairly well. I have seen the 
oil extracted from coal. I have 
seen, and tasted, the “butter” made 
from wood. This is an interest- 
ing story. Prisoners at a camp 
were found eating the axle grease. 
It had been made from fat ex- 
tracted from wood pulp. They 
refined it and it was sold as a 
cheaper grade of “fat,” below mar- 
gerine and butter. Once the Ger- 
man “bloc” is accomplished, Ger- 
many will be self sufficient. If 
she gets colonies, she will have 
cotton and rubber. 

It is something to consider. 

The Austrians were subjected to 
a terrific barrage of propaganda. 
I spent almost one day looking at 
it. There were drawings showing 
how marriages and births had in- 
creased in Germany and declined 
in Austria. There were others 
showing how work relief was 
given in Germany. There were all 
kinds of tables showing how fine 
was life in Germany and how bad 
in Austria and how good it now 
would be in Austria ... under 
German rule, 

Hitler, through Herman Goering, 
announced the plan for Austria. 
There is to be a canal from the 
Rhine to the Danube. Charle- 
magne wanted this. A small canal 
actually was dug at one time. Hit- 
ler will, if he does not trip in his 
dream of empire, bring shipping to 
There is to be a great high- 
way. Austria is to have her at- 
tractive, crooked streets, straight- 
ened out with new pavement. 
There is to be residential building. 

An army of geologists already 
are combing the mountains. The 
Styriab, the Karawanken and the 
Austrian Alps, will produce gold 
and silver and lead. And coal. 


There is enough water power there 
to turn every wheel in Austria and 
most of those in Germany. 

There is much waste land in 
Austria. It has eroded, as has 
much farm land in America. Ger- 
many plans to restore it to use. 

Erzberg, which means “ore 
mountain,” will supply iron and 
steel for some years. 

Austria had a surplus of butter 
and milk. Germany had a very 
real shortage. The coup means 
better living for the farmers of 
Austria and the people of Ger- 
many. They will get more “fat.” 

All this was poured onto the 
walls, the papers and into the air. 

The anschluss is, as one Austrian 
told me rather wryly, a good thing 
for Austria, but bad for the Aus- 
trians. 

This anschluss has been desired 
for many years. Austria might 
have had it/and kept her inde- 
pendence ten years or more ago 
when she voted for it. But the 
League of Nations and the Allies, 
pouring in more money, said, “No, 
Germany must be kept out.” 

The day came when the ideolo- 
gy of the League was shown to 
be a smoke screen. for other ac- 
tivities and when the Allies had 
no money to “keep” Austria. 

The man with the ruthless and 
intelligent mind, double-crossed 
his friend in Italy and took it. 

The World War was fought to 
destroy the power of the German 
empire. The peace treaty was de- 
signed to prevent any reorganiza- 
tion of the German empire. Italy 
fought it to keep the Germans off 
the Brenner pass. 

Is it any wonder that one of the 
signs in Austria read: 

“The Fuehrer has now won the 
World War?”

DALADIER DEGREES 
STEEP TAX RISES 


National Defense Action In- 
creases Income, Direct 
and Indirect Levies. 


PARIS, May 2.—(4)—Premier 
Edouard Daladier’s “national de- 
fense” cabinet today decreed 
sweeping tax increases, totaling 
four billion francs ($120,000,000), 
to meet the enormous expense of 
the nation’s armaments. 

It was the first group of de- 
crees written under the govern- 
ment’s new dictatorfal powers and 
followed the premier’s warning 
every Frenchman would have to 
dig deeper into his pocket for de- 
fense of France. 

Here is a brief outline of the 
essential points of the decrees -:as 
given by semi-official quarters 
prior to their publication: 

A 10 per cent increase in in- 
come taxes—now ranging from 1 
per cent for taxable income of 
10,000 francs ($300) to 40 per cent 
income of 1,500,000 
francs ($45,000). 

A 10 per cent increase in other 
direct taxes. 

A 5 per cent increase in indi- 
rect taxes. 

The cabinet, meeting with Pres- 
ident Albert Lebrun, made a num- 
ber of last-minute changes in the 
decrees. 

At a second session they were 
presented to the President for sig- 
nature, the last action before they 
become law by publication in the 
official journal tomorrow. 

Besides the drastic tax decrees, 
the cabinet was understood to 
have approved others to bolster 
the nation’s credit and to stimu- 
late production.

45,000-TON CRAFTS: 
UP 10 ROOSEVELT 


Senate Raises Tonnage for 
Two Proposed Airplane 
Carriers. 


WASHINGTON, May 2—(P)\— 
The senate, ignoring a charge that 
it was “passing the buck,” check- 
ed up to the President today the 
decision as to whether the United 
States should build 45,000-ton su- 
per-warships mounting 18-inch 
guns—larger than anything now 
afloat. 

It adopted a navy bill amend- 
ment by Senator Vandenberg, Re- 
publican, Michigan, providing that 
no battleship in excess of 35,000 
tons shall- be constructed unless 
the President determines that 
some other nation either has of- 
ficially projected, authorized or 
laid the keel for a dreadnought 
larger than that. 

~The chamber brushed aside ob- 
jections by Senator Connally, 
Democrat, Texas, that this would 
be placing the responsibility on 
the President and by Senator 
Copeland, Democrat, New York, 
that the President might have dif- 
ficulty in learning the intentions 
of other nations. 

The senate made provision for 
the construction of three 45,000- 
ton ships, if the President makes 
the required determination, It 
placed in the naval expansion bill 
an authorization for building 135,- 
000 tons of capital ships, instead 
of the 105,000 previously approved 
by the house. It also. raised the 
tonnage of two proposed aircraft 
carriers from the 15,000 approved 
by the house to 20,000 each.

NIPPON DEFEAT 
LURKS IN DELAY 


Another Week’s Stand by 
Chinese at Tancheng May 
Decide Big Issue. 


SHANGHAI, May 2.—P)— 
Three Chinese columns were re- 
ported encircling Tancheng, stra- 
tegic walled town 20 miles north 
of the Lunghai railway, today 
while 10,000 fresh Chinese troops 
were being rushed to that sector. 

In a desperate effort to halt the 
reinforcements, Japanese war- 


j planes subjected them to almost 


continuous bombardment. The Chi- 


nese attack on Tancheng, how- 
ever, already had developed into 
a battle of major proportions, 
threatening communication lines 
of the Japanese advance guard 
near the Lunghai. | 

The question of whether the 
Japanese were approaching their 
second major military disaster in 
Shantung was. being discussed 
openly by foreign military experts, 
who expected decistive action 
within a week. 

If the Chinese can hold their 
lines a week longer, these experts 
declared, the Japanese—already 
wearied and battered—wiil need 
heavy reinforcements both in men 
and guns to prevent a complete 
stalemate which would be tanta- 
mount to defeat. 

Such reinforcements must nec- 
essarily come from Japan since 
further levies on other provinces 
in North and Central China is 
judged impossible. Withdrawals of 
Japanese troops from Shansi and 
Honan provinces already have 
enabled the Chinese to establish 
a buffer zone 50 miles wide on the 
north’ bank of the Yellow river, 
halting the Japanese threat on 
that/ front. : 

The significance of the present 
deadlock, foreign military experts 
painted out, is the constant drain 
of Japanese munitions which 
must be transported hundreds of 
miles. 

Delay Helps Chinese. 

While not minimizing the possi- 


bility that the Japanese may yet|. 


break through, these experts re- 
gard each day of deadlock as a 
new gain for the Chinese. 

Meanwhile, Japanese efforts to 
combat Shanghai terrorists 
brought friction between the Jap- 
anese and authorities of the Inter- 
national Settlement. 

The friction developed when 
Japanese gendarmes moved into 
the Louza police station in the 
heart of the International Settle- 
ment after an attempt to bomb a 
Japanese truck. British troops 
marched in and began patrolling 
the Nanking road area, but re- 
turned to their barracks after the

Thornton Wilder Gets. Play Award 


NEW YORK, May 2.—(/)—Ar- 
thur Krock, of the New York 
Times, today was awarded the 
$500 Pulitzer prize for distinguish- 
ed service as a Washington cor- 
respondent during 1937. It was his 
second ‘such successive award. 

Thornton Wilder won the $1,- 
000 play award for the production 
“Our Town” and Marquis James 
and Odell Shepard split the $1,- 
000 history award, James with his 
work on Andrew Jackson and 
Shepard for his life of Bronson 
Alcott, entitled “Pedlar’s Prog- 
ress.” 

Krock was given the award for 
an exclusive interview with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

The $500 gold medal for the 
most disinterested and meritorious 
work done during the year by an 
American newspaper went to the 
Bismarck (N. D.) Tribune. 

Ray Sprigle, of the Pittsburgh 
Post-Gazette, won the reportorial 
award of $1,000 for his stories on 
the former Ku Klux Klan affilia- 
tion of Associate Supreme Court 
Justice Hugo Black. 

The $500 award for the best ed- 
itorial writing went to W. W. 
Waymack, associate editor of the 
Des Moines Register and Tribune, 
for his work throughout the year. 

The $500 cartoonist’s award 
went to Vaugh Shoemaker, of the 
Chicago Daily News, for his car- 
ton “The Road Back,” published 
last November 11. 

John P. Marquand won the $1,- 
000 prize for a distinguished nov- 
el—his “The Late George Apley.”’ 

A secona award for biography 
went to Odell Shepard for “Ped- 
lar’s Progress.” 

The $1,000 award for the most 
distinguished book on United 
States history went to Paul Her- 
man Buck for his “The Road to 
Reunion, 1865-1900.” 

The $1,000 awards for the most 
distinguished volume of verse was 


given to Marya Zaturenska for 
“Cold Morning Sky.” 

A special public service prize, a 
bronzé plaque, was awarded to the 
Edmonton (Alberta) Journal “for 
its leadership in the defense of 
the freedom of the press in the 
province of Alberta.” 

Engraved certificates were 
awarded to all the daily and week- 
ly papers in the province which 
co-operated with the Journal in 
its campaign.

Chances for Peace Between 


Rivals All But Vanishes. 
WASHINGTON, May 2.—+(?7)— 
Chances for peace between the 


American Federation of Labor and 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization all but vanished tonight 
after the federation’s executive 
council expelled six more CIO 
unions. 

The International Ladies’ Gar- 
ment Workers’ Union now is the 
only CIO unit to retain its AFL 
charter. The garment workers are 
merely under suspension from the 
federation. 

The council severed the last 
connection today between the fed- 
eration and the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers, the Amalga- 
mated Association of Iron, Steel 
and Tin Workers of North Amer- 
ica, the United Rubber Workers, 
the United Automobile Workers, 
the United Textile Workers and 
the Oilfield, Gas Well and Refin- 
ery Workers.

POOLS ON PATENTS 
UPHELD BY COURT 


Decision Draws Heated Pro- 
tests From Justice Hugo 
Black. . 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—(UP) 
Sweeping control by patent pools 
over the use of their licensed prod- 
ucts was reaffirmed by the su- 
preme court today and drew heat- 
ed protests from Justice Hugo L. 
Black that the decision will ex- 
pand and strengthen monopolies 
now under governmental attack. 

The verdict came three days aft- 
er President Roosevelt asked con- 
gress in a_ special message to 
amend patent laws to “prevent 
their use to suppress inventions 
and to create industrial monopo- 
lies.” The President took the po- 
sition that future patents should 
be made available for use by any- 
one upon payment of appropriate 
royalties, 3 

The court acted as the Presi- 
dent’s message was being read in 
the house. The majority decision, 
read by Justice Pierce Butler, af- 
firmed a second circuit court of 
appeals ruling that the General 
Talking Pictures Corporation was 
guilty of infringing on vacuum 
tube patents held by a pool. The 
suit was brought by the Ameri- 
can Telegraph & Telephone Com- 
pany and two subsidiaries—West- 
ern Electric, Inc., and Electrical 
Research Products, Inc. 

In another case, the court re- 
versed a lower court dismissal of 
a patent infringement suit brought 
by Crown Cork & Seal Company 
against Ferdinand Guttman & 
Company, Brooklyn. Black again 
dissented.

The son of Sickle, which in the 
space of 10 days last winter won 
upwards of $130,000 after failing 
completely as a two-year-old, 
makes his first start since whip- 
ping the mighty Seabiscuit by a 
nose in the $100,000 Santa Anita 
handicap early in March. The race 
is the Derby trial stakes, a $2,500 
mile affair that also has attracted 
nine other Derby hopefuls. 

Stagehand is owned by Maxwell 
Howard, of Dayton, Ohio, but here 
in the Blue Grass country he is 
Sande’s horse. The Earl was the 
one that selected him out of J. E. 
Widener’s stable, persuaded How- 
ard to write out a check for $6,000 
saw him fail often last year, but 
never lost faith. 


PROMINENT CANDIDATES, 


The Derby trial has attracted 
several other prominent candi- 
dates but Stagehand is the horse 
that’ll be the focus of all eyes as 
he swings around the historic oval. 
Is it still the hard hitting colt that 
won five straight at Santa Anita? 
Can he still cut loose with that 
blazing last quarter speed that 
left Seabiscuit and many of the 
country’s best behind him in the 
Santa Anita handicap? These 
questons will be answered tomor- 
row, at about 3 p. m., central day- 
light saving time. 

Sande also has named The Chief 
for the trial but he may decide to 
scratch the former C. V. Whitney 
ace since the Son of Pennant 
showed plenty of class in winning 
his three-year old debut Satur- 
day. The Chief is expected to play 
second fiddle to Stagehand in the 
Derby but his presence on Satur- 
day figures to send the Howard 
entr,, to the post at odds of 3 to 
1 or less. He has the speed neces- 
sary to carry the early pace and 
leave the way open for his more 
famous stablemate to come through 
in the final drive.

HEALTH TALKS

SOME PLE GET H. B. P. 
WORRYING OVER H. B. P. 


From the queries and comments 
in letters from readers it would 
seem that the quiint popular no- 
tion that meat, especially dark 


‘meat, yes, and eggs too, cause high 


blood pressure, is still taken too 
seriously. It may even be that 
some doctors, relics of the nine- 
teenth century, still hand out fun- 
ny diet lists that warn persons 
with high blood pressure off from 
such food. 


Overeating, that is, taking more 
food than is necessary to maintain 
normal weight, growth, repair and 
physical efficiency, is probably a 
common factor of high blood pres- 
sure (HBP)... and if not cor- 
rected probably hastens the de- 
velopment of cardiovascular de- 
generation, heart artery wearing 
out (CVD) *..and premature old 
age. But neither scientifically nor 
clinically is ther any evidence 
that meat, light or dark, or egg, 
or any other food containing pro- 
tein (nitrogenous) material is any 
more to blame than any other food 
material. Indeed the more recent 
investigations tend to inculpate 
carbohydrates and fats as the main 
offenders. 


When Stefansson and Anderson, 
the Arctic explorers, lived for a 
year on an exclusive meat diet, 
under the constant observation and 
stucy of physicians, ,hysiologists, 
pathologists and chemists, Stefans- 
son’s blood pressure remained un- 
changed through vut the _ year, 
while Anderson’s, which was 140 
systolic, 80 diastolic at the begin- 
ning of the test was 120 systolic, 
80 diastolic at the end of the test. 

So any one with high blood 
pressure need be in no hurry to 
cut acquaintance with the butcher. 

My blood pressure has been 
measured a good many times in 
the past twenty or thirty years, 
but I have never been sufficiently 
interested to know just what it is. 
Who cares about such things? 
Only the poor goof who has been 
frightened into believing the blood 
pressure is serious matter and that 
pr blood pressure is a dangerous 
state. 


Many things may cause the 
blood pressure to rise above the 
normal or ordinary, and most of 
the things that do so are not par- 
ticularly serious. Worry or an- 
xiety may do so, even worry over 
the height of one’s blood pressure. 

How widely the normal blood 
pressure for individuals varies is 
indicated by the figures recorded 
in reference to the rneat diet test 
just mentioned. Both men in their 
prime and in good health; Stefans- 
son’s pressure, 105-70; Anderson’s, 
140-80 to 120-80. Obviously it is 
inaccurate and misleading to at- 
tempt to set up any arbitrary scale 
of blood pressure according to 
age, as so many bunk-merchants 
who cater to fuss-budgets do. 

People who imagine cutting out 
meat or eating less meat reduces 
blood pressure if the pressure is 
too high, ought to be informed 
that if the blood pressure becomes 
lower on such a regimen it is not 
because they have cut eut meat 
but because they are eating less 
salt, which animal flesh contains, 
and perhaps also less salt: in and 
on their food. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Clabber. 

What can I put in sweet milk to 
make it clabber quickly? Am very 
fond of it.—(Mrs. H. R. D.) 

Answer—Par-boiled or pasteur- 
ized or scalded milk of course does 
not sour as quickly as pure raw 
milk does. You can hasten the 
souring process and clabbering by 
using a “starter”—a tablespoonful 
of today’s sour milk added to to- 
morrow’s fresh inilk. 

Crust. 

Please let me know if the crust 
of bread contains the same amount 
of fat, starch and vitamins as the 
inside of the loaf.—(Mrs. J. C.) 

Answer—The same amount of 
fat, less starch, more dextrin, less 
vitamin B (heat partially destroys 
vitamin B, if any left in the flour, 


'and of course the crust is heated 


more than the interior of the loaf 
during baking. Any time you in- 
vite me to lunch, I’ll take all the 
crust and you can have all the in- 


side of the loaf.

Public Recreation 
To Be Discussed 
By Clubwomen 


. Mrs. James R. Little, president: 


of the Atlanta Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, calls a meeting 
for Wednesday at 3 o’clock at the 
Chamber of Commerce to discuss 
the Reed survey report pertaining 
to public recreation. Arthur H. 
Jones, of the National Recreation 
Association, will attend the meet- 
ing with an informal talk of help- 
fulness and informatio”. Presi- 
dents of all clubs, whether men or 
women, are invited to attend the 
meeting. 

Recently the Atlanta Federation 
of Women’s Clubs was officially 
designated as the civic body re- 
sponsible for following through 
the section of the Reed survey re- 
port pertaining to public recrea- 
tion. The federation has accepted 
this responsibility, aware of its 
importance and its significance in 
the future life of the city. 

The report stresses the impor- 
tance of recognizing récreation as 
a municipal responsibility; the 
need of co-ordinating the recrea- 
tion functions of the city and 
county in order to serve the needs 
of all the people in the commu- 
nity; the desirability of placing the 
department in the already-exist- 
ing park department, thus elimi- 
nating the necessity of establish- 
ing a new, separate element of 
city government; the importance 
of certain new facilities such as 
additional playgrounds and com- 
munity centers. 

Atlanta is the only city of its 
size in the country not having a 
public recreation system of its 
own. This need has been demon- 
strated by the widespread re- 
sponse to the recreation program 
sponsored by the WPA, which is a 
federal agency, of temporary na- 
ture and uncertain future. The 
Reed report makes definite recom- 
mendation to establish such a mu- 
nicipal department, the appoint- 
ment of a trained and experienced 
director being the first step to be 
taken.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—(?)— 
The Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration has announced flue- 
cured tobacco acreage allotments 
to growers under the new crop 
control program for this year’s 
crop totaled 870,000 acres. 

Acreage allotments included: 
North Carolina, 590,000; South 
Carolina, 95,000; Georgia, 83,000; 
Florida, 13,700, and Alabama, 500. 

Officials said a balance of 2,000 
acres remained to be allotted in 
ironing out inequities. 

J. B. Hutson, assistant AAA ad- 
ministrator, said the total acreage 
planted would exceed 900,000 
acres because of excess plantings 
by some growers dissatisfied with 
their allotments and by those who 
received no allotments. : 

He estimated an acreage in ex- 
cess of 900,000 would produce 
about 760,000,000 pounds or about 
41,000,000 pounds more than the 
national marketing quota.

AUGUSTA, Ga., May 2.—(P)— 
Richmond county taxpayers eligi- 
ble. to receive the $2,000 home- 
stead exemption will have their 
property assessed as it has been 
in the -past, and the exemption 
deducted from that figure if the 
board pf tax assessors follows an 
opinion given tonight by County 
Attorney Isaac S. Peebles Jr.

Mr. Peebles’ ruling pointed out 
tonight that under the law there 
can be no distinction between the 
market and - assessed values of 
property.
